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Police today were investigat- 
ing three destructive fires, ap- 
parently started by an arsonist, 
which were extinguished earl 
yesterday after three firemen 
had been injured and 11 over- 
come by smoke and chlorine 
gas fumes. Damage was esti- 
mated by firemen at $66,000. 

The fires were discovered in 
a period of 57 minutes along a 
seven-block area of South Sixth 
street. More than 40 off-duty 
firemen were called into service 


after two-thirds of the fire de- 
partment strength was commit- 
ted to action. 

Director of Public Safety Jo- 
seph P. Sestric, following a

Hugh F. Lyon and Fire Marshal | 


Walter P. Bergman, announced 
there was no doubt that all 
three fires were ofMincendiary 
origin. 

“At least three separate fires 
were set at the truck terminal 
operated by the McBride Ex- 
press Co., in the 1100 block ol 
‘South Sixth,” Sestric said. 
“Fires' were started on both 
sides of a firewall which would 
have stopped the flames from 
spreading otherwise.

“We are pressing an investi- 
gation to find the arsonist,” he 


said. “If we don’t get whoever | 
is setting the fires soon some-_'

Bergman, who said he planned 
to officially commend firemen 
who fought the blaze and City 
Hospital staff members who at- 
tended the injured, revealed 
that a highly inflammable sub- 
stance was used to start the 
fires. He said yeoman work by 
the firemen prevented the fires 
from developing into a-major 
catastrophe.

HOUSE APPROVES 
‘IN GOD WE TRUST’ 
AS OFFICIALMOTTO 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
—‘ ‘In God We Trust” is not the 
motto of the United 
States, but the House decided 
today’ it should be. 

The House passed and sent to 
the Senate a four-line joint res- 
olution to establish as the “na- 
tional motto” the phrase which 
been appearing on coins 
since 1865 and was sung much 
earlier in slightly different form 
as part of “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

Under a law enacted last year 
“In God We Trust” must ap- 
pear on all currency and coins. 
In recommending the resolution 
to recognize officially the 
motto, the Judiciary Committee 
Said:

A holdup man who was shot 
and killed Saturday night in a 
revolver fight with a detective | 
was identified as Frank D. Bird, | 
muroaerer and bank robber, pa- | 
roled last January from a life 
sentence in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary. 


A second robber, Robert Lee | 


Orr, who was Bird's cellmate at 
Jefierson City, and Mrs. Mil- 
dred Dell Watts, a customer in 
-the Centerfield Lounge, 3111 


North Grand boulevard, where | 


the revolver fight took place, 
are in city hospitals, wounded 
seriously. 

Bird, old, was 
wounded fatally by Detective 
Sgt. Nicholas Valenti of the | 
Penrose District flying squad, | 
who succeeded in concealing | 
his revolver when “frisked” by | 
the robber. 

Orr was shot three times by | 
Sgt. Valenti’s partner, Detec- 
tive Terrence McKenzie who} 
fired as Orr, masked but un- 
armed, fled toward a rear door 
of the cocktail lounge when 
Bird and Valenti began firing. 

Enters With Pistol in Hand. 

Sgt. Valenti and Detective 
McKenzie entered the lounge 
at 11:15 o’clock and stood at the | 
bar talking to Jack DiCarle, the 
owner, about a man they were | 
seeking. About 30 customers | 
were sitting at tables and in| 
booths. 

Bird, revolver 
Orr, who ‘wore a stocking cap 
mask, entered the rear door. 
“This is a stickup. Keep quiet 
and you won't get hurt,” Bird 
directed.

fellow.” The sergeant lunged at 


Bird and both began firing as | 


they efashed against a table 
and fell to the floor in a strug- 
gle.

NCLE SAM, policeman, banker and baby-sitter to the | 
world, is defensive and a little resentful about all the 
recent overseas criticism of his foreign policy. 


As the old gentleman sees it, 


- here he fs with the Communists 


at the back door, a house full 
of complaining relatives, politi- 
cians yawping all over the place, 


the dishes piled high in the 
kitchen sink — and instead of 
appreciating his efforts, every- 
body criticizes him and nobody 
loves him. 

That is the official attitude 
and well-informed observers 
here are more sympathetic than 
their fellow-grumblers in other 
capitals. They agree with most 
of the criticisms published in a 
series of articles by correspon- 
dents of the New York Times. 
(The series was printed last 
week in the Post-Dispatch.) 

Time of Change. 

They think, however, that 
the criticisms must be evaluated 
against this background: 

1. This is a time of ex- 
traordinary change. The 
strategy of the “cold war,” 
the location of the struggle, 
even the nature of power it- 
self are all in transition. 

2. British power has de- 
clined beyond all Washing- 
ton’s calculations. 

3. The same with French 
power, only worse. 

4. German and Japanese 
power, which contained the 
expansion of Communism in 
central Europe and Asia for 
most of this century, has col- 
lapsed. 

5. Since 1947, 1,200,000,000 
people — half the population 
of the world—have changed 
their form of government and 
650,000,000 of them have 
achieved their independence 
for the first time, and are 
struggling with misery and 
clamoring to be heard. 

Red Methods Changed. 

6. The post-Stalin rulers of 
the Soviet Union, allied to the 
might of Communist China, 
have changed their methods 
and the arena of the “cold 
war.” Their tactics of wooing 
the Socialists in Europe and 
exploiting the anti-western, 
anti-Israeli sentiments of the 
Middle East and South Asia 
are much more cunning than 
Stalin’s. 

1. The United States, en- 
gaged in a national election 
campaign, with underdevel- 
oped areas of its own to wor- 
ry about, is thé only nation in 
the free world with power 
equal to the power of the 
Communists. And it is ad- 
ministered by a party that has 


a long tradition of opposing , 


the collective security, low 
tariff, and foreign aid polli- 
cies it is now supporting. 

Against this background, what 
is the reaction of well-informed 
men in and out of the govern- 
ment in Washington to the ma- 
jor criticisms reported in the 
Times series? This reporter 
has discussed them with 18 of 
the most experienced diplomats 
and officials in the capital. What 
follows are the major criticisms 
and a summary of their obser- 
vations: 

Criticism No. 1: The United 
States has been slow and in- 
effective in reacting to the smil- 
ing subversion of the Commu- 
nists and has placed too much 
emphasis on military solutions 
and not enough emphasis on po- 
litical, economic and social so- 
lutions to present world prob- 


lems. 
Officials here reject this criti- 
cism. As a matter of fact, it 
should be said at the outset that 
the official line here is to re- 
ject almost all adverse criticism 
as ill-informed and unfair. 
This reporter has not found a 
single official who has read all 
the articles.

Such an amendment also could eliminate the 
Governor's arbitrary 50 per cent restriction. If 
written into the Constitution;bat could cause 
endless difficulties since the total of state funds 
available varies considerably from time to time. 
It would be much more simple if the State Treas- 
urer were merely required to keep on hand 
funds which reasonably could be expected to 
cover current needs. The management of the 
state’s idle funds is, after all, an administrative 
rather than a constitutional matter. 

All that is needed in the way of an amend- 
ment is removal of the restrictions which permit 
others to earn profits on state money while the 
state itself may not do so.

President Eisenhower spoke some words of 
excellent wisdom in signing the Upper Colorado 
river development act. He said it represented 
“something I believe in” because it treated 
“river valleys as a whole thing.” 

The puzzle is that Mr. Eisenhower, while 
enunciating this fine principle for the Colorado, . 
does not apply it,elsewhere. 

One of the President's appointees, Gen. Vogel, 
chairman of the TVA board, is busily engaged 
in an effort to weaken the first application of 
the unified-development principle to an Ameri- 
can river valley.

How can these contradictions between the 
Colorado, Tennessee and Columbia valleys—be- 
tween words and actions—be explained? Thom- 
as L. Stokes discusses this apparent enigma in 
an illuminating column on the opposite page. 

The $331,000,000 federal project at Hell's 
Canyon on the Snake river, a tributary of the 
Columbia at the Idaho-Oregon line, was de- 
faulted by Mr. McKay to the Idaho Power Co. 
three years ago. One of the principal reasons 
he gave was that “the cost... is_ not 
small and bears examination in the light of 
present efforts to balance the national budget.” 

Yet the cost of the Upper Colorado project is 
twice as great — $760,000,000 — and. President 
Eisenhower was advocating its adoption even 
before the announcement of a balanced budget. 

Why this double standard for different areas? 

The partial and piecemeal development on the 
Columbia which President Eisenhower has so far 
viewed with complacency is wasteful of natural 
resources. It wastes an electric-power potential 
estimated to be as large as the entire prime- 
power output of Bonneville dam, on the Co- 
lumbia. It wastes this power potential in a 
power-hungry region whose development wiil be 
retarded by anything less than full realization 
of its waterpower. 

Private design, construction and operation of 
three small dams at this site of a key project of 
the over-all federal development program will 
break up the very unification which Mr. Eisen- 
hower finds so essential on the Upper Colorado. 

This obstructionism has been the objective of 
bitterly anti-public-power private utilities toward 
unified river valley developments generally. It 
has been pursued persistently in the Central 
Valley of California. If the Federal Government 
gives in to it elsewhere as at Hell's Canyon, 
TVA will become the last unified development 
in this country as well as having: been the first. 

Nobody actually opposes unified development, 
as such, any longer; it makes too much sense.

Pittance in Soviet Trade 


The most glaring instance is the 
much-heralded pact between Russia 
and Peron’s Argentina. Contrary to 
widespread belief, Russo - Argentine 
‘trade has been of little significance. 
More remarkable, the Soviet Union is 
today one of the very few nations that 
remains indebted to Argentina. 


There are at present some 20 trade 
agreements between the nations of Cen- 
tral and South America and various 
members of the Soviet bloc. They call 
for an exchange of $500,000,000 worth 
of goods each year. Actual commerce 
in 1954 amounted to only $200,000,000. 
Compared with the figures of trade 
with, and assistance from, the United 
States these are paltry sums. 


Trade with America exceeds a value 
of $7,000,000,000 annually and the Unit- 
ed States absorbs more than 40 per cent 
of Latin America’s exports. Another 
$7,000,000,000 in American capital are 
invested in every form of South Amer- 
ican enterprise. In the last 10 years 
development loans from the United 
States have exceeded $1,000,000,000, and 
some $500,000,000 have been provided 
to meet foreign exchange crises, espe- 
gially in Brazil. Scores of American- 
financed programs of technical, mone- 
tary and medical assistance are active 
in nearly every American country.

The man in the iron lung was Fred- 
erick Snite Jr. There have been other 
men in iron masks, but Snite was one 
of the first and one of the few who 
remained longest in the massive device 
of bellows, gears and motors which re- 
sembled an iron coffin in a living grave 
in which some victims of paralytic 
polio can continue to live. Snite, be- 
cause of dramatic ¢circumstances, but 
more because of his courage and self- 
lessness, won distinction.as “the” man 
in the iron lung. The story of how he 
turned tragedy into triumph is well 
known because of wide publicity during 
the more than 181% 
years that he lived 
in the iron lung, 
but now it is more 
intimately told by 
Hawkins, who was 
Snite’s chief at- 
tendant during all 
those years, and 
Lomask, a writer, 
who has helped 
Hawkins in the tell- 


Snite was a 
young man of 25, 
handsome, popular 
and wealthy, when 
in 1936, in China, 
on a round-the-world pleasure cruise, 
he was stricken. He was brought home 
in the iron lung in which he was hence- 
forth to live, but he was not downheart- 
ed because he had love for others who 
were afflicted, faith and a stout heart, 
qualities which sustained him in his 
living death and grew in spite of or 
because of, his increasing disability. 

Hawkins, originally employed as the 
Snite family chauffeur, quickly became 
the stricken man’s chief attendant and 
as quickly his devoted companion and 
friend, living almost constantly with 
Snite until he died in November, 1954. 

Snite, as Hawkins affectionately de- 
scribes him, might have been called the 
man who never gave up. Having 
reached what must have seemed the 
end of everying, he turned it into a new 
beginning. His new job was to live 
happily and helpfully with pain and 
helplessness and the sorrow of frustra- 
tion which he did not call sorrow be- 
cause he was resigned to it. Not in 
the sense of giving up and accepting 
defeat but in the sense of adjusting 
himself to the new situation in which 
he found himself and finding a new 
happiness in that situation. 

It was not the stoic thing of making 
the best of a bad bargain but the cour- 
ageous thing of making a bad bargain 
into a good one and finding happiness 
in his helplessness, sharing his happi- 
ness with all with whom he came into 
contact, shaming others out of the un- 
happiness that they might have accepted 
with less excuse.

project. 


What T. R. Advocated. 


In a later message to Con- | 


gress, Theodore Roosevelt ad- 


vocated integrated development | 


of our river systems for navi- 
gation, flood control, reclama- 
tion and production of electric 
power, 


It was not until many years 
later that his vision began to 
come true in great public 
projects—Boulder canyon dam 
across the Nevada-Arizona line, 
during the Hoover Administra- 
tion, later renamed Hoover 
dam, and, in the Roosevelt and 
Truman Administrations, a 
whole bevy of giant projects— 
TVA in the South, Bonneville 
in Oregon, Grand Coulee in 
Washington, Shasta in Califor- 
nia, Hungry Horse in Montana, 
and so on. 


But, if President Eisenhower 
believes in “treating river val- 
leys as a whole thing,” he eith- 
er has not told the responsible 
officials in his Administration 
or they have not followed his 
instructions. 

For, until the upper Colorado 
project, in which special factors. 
are involved, the Administra- 
tion’s policy has been contrary 
to “treating river valleys as a 
whole thing.” That’s why con- 
servationists have so bitterly 
attacked Administration policy. 


Much-Violated Principle. 


In letter or spirit, the prin- 
ciple now espoused by the 
President has been violated in 
numerous instances. Perhaps 
the most graphis illustration is 
in the case of another great 
river system like the Colorado 
—The Columbia which spans 
our Pacific Northwest. Both 
Bonneville and Grand Coulee 
dams are on it. 

When built in the Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Administration, 
these dams were envisaged as 
part of a series to develop the 
Columbia system from “top to 
bottom.”

IN OPERA ‘PARSIFAL 


Indiana U. Group Performs 


at Session of Music 
Conventior,

A production of Richard 
Wagner's ‘Parsifal,” prepared 
and performed’ by the School 
of Music of the University of 
Indiana, was the crowning fea- 
ture of yesterday's session of 
the Music Educators National 
Conference. Judged bv any 
standard this was an excellent 
performance, imaginatively 
staged, well sung, effective in 
its decor and carried through 
on a steadily sustained dramatic 
line. The fact that the cast of 
principals, chorus and orchestra 
were largely manned by stu- 
dents made the performance 
doubly impressive 

As “Parsifal” has been pro- 
duced for eight consecutive 
years at the University of In- 
diana it has already become a 
tradition (this was its first per 
formance away from the cam- 
pus) and may represent, possi 
bly, the peak of the school's 
musical achievement. Even so 
it is still an outstanding feat 
and one which reflects unusual 
credit on the school itself, the

“The Swiss scholar, Jean Pia- 
get, has pointed out that a 
child’s first perceptions of 
space relationships begin with 
his comparisons with his own 
body and his concepts and co- 
ordinations grow by using all 
his senses, beginning with the 
sense of touch.

‘Profiles in Courage’ 


Personal Tragedy of ‘Mr. Republican’ 


Senator Taft Wanted to Be President, but Never Compromised His Principles toPromote Chances 


This is the eighth and last 
article from the best-selling 
book, “Profiles in Courage,” 
published by Harper and 


Brothers. The author is 
John F. Kennedy, United 
States Senator from Massa- 
chusetts. 


HE late Senator Robert A. 
T Taft of Ohio was never 

President of the United 
States. Therein lies his per- 
sonal tragedy—and his national 
greatness. 

For the presidency was a goal 
that Bob Taft, son of a former 
President, always dreamed of 
realizing. Ags the leading ex- 
ponent of the Republican phi- 
losophy for more than a decade, 
“Mr. Republican” was bitterly 
disappointed by his failure on 
three occasions even to receive 
the nomination. 

But Taft was a man who 
stuck fast to the basic princi- 
ples in which he believed—and 
when those principles were at 
issue, not even the lure of the 
White House could deter him 
from speaking out. He was a 
brilliant political analyst who 
knew that during his lifetime 
the number of American voters 
who agreed with the tenets of 
his political philosophy was 
destined to be a permanent mi» 
nority, Yet hea frequently flung 
to the winds the very restraints 
his own analysis advised, re- 
fusing to bow to any group, 
refusing to keep silent on any 
issue. 

The Taft-Hartley labor man- 
agement relations act could not 
have gained him many votes in 
industrialized Ohio, for those 
who indorsed its curbs on un- 
ion activity were already Taft 
supporters. But it brought fu- 
rious anti-Taft reprisals during 
the 1950 Senate campaign by 
the unions in Ohio, and it nour- 
ished the belief that Taft could 
not win a presidential contest. 

Simultaneously, however, he 
was antagonizing the friends of 
Taft-Hartley, and endangering 
his own leadership in the Re- 
publican party, by his support 
of education, housing, health 
and other welfare measures. 

Those who were shocked at 
these apparent departures from 
his traditional position did not 
comprehend that Taft's con- 
servatism contained a strong 
strain of pragmatism, which 
caused him to support intensiva 
Federal activity in those areas 
that he believed not adequately 
served by the private enterprise 
system. Thus he gave new di- 
mensions to the conservative 
philosophy. He stuck to that 
faith when it reached its lowest 
depth of prestige and power 
and led it back to the level of 
responsibility and respectabil- 


ty. 

Taft was known in the Senate 
as a man who never broke an 
agreement, who never compro- 
mised his deeply felt Repub- 
lican principles, who never 
practiced. political deception. 
His bitter political enemy, Har- 
ry Truman, would say when the 
Senator died: “He and I did not 
agree on public policy, but he 
knew where I stood and I knew 
where he stood. We need in- 
tellectually honest men like 
Senator Taft.” 

Examples of his candor are 
endless and _ startling. The 
Ohioan once told a group in 
the heart of Republican farm 
territory that farm prices were 
too high; and he told still an- 
other farm group that “he was 
tired of seeing all these people 
riding in Cadillacs.” 

It would be a mistake, how- 
ever, to conclude that Taft was 
cold and abrupt in his personal 
relationship. I recall, from my 
own very brief service with him 
in the Senate and on the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee in the 
last months of his life, my 
strong impression of a surpris- 
ing and unusual personal charm, 
and a disarming simplicity of 
manner. It was these qualities, 
combined with an unflinching 
courage, that bound his adher- 
ents to him with unbreakable 
ties. 

Perhaps we are as yet too 
close. in time to the controver- 
sial elements in the career of 
Senator Taft to be able to mea- 
sure his life with historical per- 
spective. But sufficient time has 
passed since 1946 to enable 
something of a detached view 
of Senator Taft's act of courage 
in that year. 

In October of 1946, Taft of 
Ohio was the champion of his 
party in the national political 
arena and the likely Repub- 
lican nominee for the presi- 
dency in 1948. Capturing for 
his party control of both houses 
of Congress would pave the 
way for his triumphant return 
to the White House from which 
his father had been somewhat 
ungloriously ousted in 1912. 

With Congress out of session, 
with the tide running strongly 
against the incumbent Dem- 
ocrats, there appeared to be

But no politician of 
consequence would speak out— 
certainly not after the verdict 
had already been announced 
and preparations for the exe- 
cutions were already under way 
—none, that is, but Senator 
Taft. 

No speech by any Senator, 
however powerful, could pre- 
vent the death sentence from 
being carried out. To speak out 
unnecessarily would be politi-

cally costly and clearly futile. 

But Bob Taft spoke out. On 
Oct. 6, 1946, Taft appeared be- 
fofe a Conference on Our 
Anglo-American Heritage, spon- 
sored by Kenyon College in 
Ohio. 

“The trial of the vanquished by 
the victors,” he told an atten- 
tive if somewhat astonished 
audience, “cannot be impartial 
no matter how it is hedged 
about with the forms of justice. 

“About this whole judgment 
there is the spirit of vengeance, 
and vengeance is seldom jus- 
tice: The hanging of the 11 men 
convicted will be a blot on the 
American record which we 
shall long regret. 


“In these trials we have ac- 
cepted the Russian idea of the 
purpose of trials — Government 
policy and not justice — with 
little relation to Anglo-Saxon 
heritage. By clothing policy in 
the forms of legal procedure, we 
may discredit the whole idea of 
justice in Europe for years to 
come. In the last analysis, even 
at the end of a frightful war, 
we should view the future with 
more hope if even our enemies 
believed that we had treated 
them justly in our English- 
speaking concept of law, in the 
provision of relief and in the 
final disposal of territory.” 

The speech exploded in the 
midst of a heated election cam- 
paign. Throughout the nation 
Republican candidates scurried 
for shelter while Democrats 
seized the opportunity to ad- 
vance. 

Many people were outraged 
at Taft's remarks. Those who 
had fought, or whose men had 
fought and possibly died, to 
beat back the German aggres- 
sors were contemptuous of 
these fine phrases by a poli- 
tician who had never seen bat- 
tle. Those whose kinsmen or 
former countrymen had been 
among the Jews, Poles, Czechs 
and other nationality groups 
terrorized by Hitler and his 
cohorts were shocked.

Taft was disheartened by the 
voracity of his critics. For Taft 
had spoken, not in “defense of 
the Nazi murderers” (as a labor 
leader charged), not in defense 
of isolationism (‘as most ob- 
servers assumed), but in de- 
fense of what he regarded to 
be the traditional American 
concepts of law and justice. 

As the apostle of strict con- 
stitutionalism, as the chief de- 
fense attorney for the conserv- 
ative way of life and govern- 
ment, Robert Alphonso Taft 
was undeterred by the possibili- 
ties of injury to his party's 
precarious position or his own 
presidential prospects. To him, 
justice was at stake, and all 
other concerns were trivial. 

The storm raised by his 
speech eventually died down. 
It did not appear to affect the 
Republican sweep in 1946, nor 
was it—at least openly—an 
issue in Taft's drive for the 
presidential nomination in 1948. 
The Nazi leaders were hanged, 
and Taft and the country went 
on to other matters. 

But we are not concerned 
today with the question. of 
whether Taft was right or 
wrong in his condemnation of 
the trials. What is noteWorthy 
is the illustration of Taft's un- 
hesitating courage in standing 
against the flow of public opin- 
ion for a cause he believed to 
be right. His action was char- 
acteristic of the man who was 
proud to be a conservative and 
who authorized these lasting 
definitions of liberalism and lib- 
erty: 

“Liberalism implies particu- 
larly freedom of thought, free- 
dom. from orthodox dogma, the 
right of others to think differ- 
ently from one’s self. It implies 
a free mind, open to new ideas 
and willing to give attentive 
consideration .. . 

“When I say liberty, I mean 
liberty of the individual to think 
his own thoughts and live his 
own life as he desires to think 
and live.”

East unhesitatingly played the 
king, and then “huddled.” He 
concluded that if West's lead 
hadn't been a singleton (with 
South's play of the nine a false 
card), there wasn't much hope 
to beat the contract, so he re- 
turned a low diamond. 


South, with an eye to safety, 
ruffed high, drew the outstand- 
ing trumps, and then led the 
diamond queen through East. 
The latter made a clumsy and 
belated effort to hide his dia- 
mond holding by playing low, 
but it was too transparent an 
effort. South threw off a club 
on the trick and then could 
claim the slam contract. 


The very fact that East had 
not bid his diamonds should 
have worked in his favor, and 
very possibly would have if he 
had used the right sort of de- 
ception. West's lead easily might 
have been away from the dia- 
mond king, and to bolster this 
impression in declarer’s mind, 
East should have unhesitatingly 
played the ace, not the king, 
at Trick 1. Then, when he led 
back a low diamond, South 
would have to make a good 
guess, and it is doubtful that 
he would do so. It would not 
seem at all unlikely that West 
had the diamond king: so South 
would probably ruff, draw 
trumps, and then lead the 
diamond queen through to give 
East another chance to cover if 
he had tha. king. East, however, 
should quickly play low, and 
again South would probably 
ruff, preferring to try for the 
heart finesse for a club discard 
than to play for an apparently 
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hopetess diamond position.

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Pineapple 
ls Popular 
Fresh Fruit

HEN clipper ships sailed 

the seas and touched some 

tropical ports, one of the 
fruits that delighted the crew 
was the pineapple, tree-ripened, 
sweet and juicy. Decks were 
piled high before the boats 
sailed for home. The sailors 
hoped that a few would survive 
the voyage so that their families 
could share this treat. 

A few reached the home port 
and for many years the rare 
pineapple graced the _ tables 
whenever it could be obtained 
for special occasions. In its 
fresh form it is still appreciated 
when shipped in  plentifully 
during ‘the heart of the season, 
now in full force. We are will- 
ing to pare it carefully, remove 
the eyes and shred it. 

In canned form the fruit is 
availabie throughout the year 
in practically every grocery 
across the country. Most of it 
comes from the islands in the 
Pacific where the pineapple 
grows large and heavy. We 
may have it in sliced, shredded, 
wedge and juice form. 

While pineapple is not as 
highly endowed with minerals 
and vitamins as citrus fruit, it 
is generous with them and de- 
serves to be appreciated for this 
contribution, as well as for its 
flavor. 

Fresh Pineapple. 

Slice pineapple in thick rings. 
Pare and remove eyes. Shred 
from center to edge with stain- 
less stéel knife. Place in bow, 
sprinkle with sugar and mix 
well. Let stand at room tem- 
perature an hour or more. Then 
chill, if desired.

ORCHESTRAL: Richard Strauss’s “Metamorphoses,” writ- 
ten in the middle 1940s for 21 Solo Strings, is a kind of per- 
petual-slow-motion piece in which a variety of themes are inter- 
woven. Its mood is romantic and slightly melancholy; and it 
is very effective for a while. The consistency, however, is much | 
the same at one point as another which means that it could | 
have been cut off anywhere without damage to its organic | 
structure. My feeling, upon listening to the excellent record- 
ing by the Bamberg Symphony Orchestra, is that it reaches 
the saturation point at least five minutes befére its conclusion. 
Heinreich Hollreiser, the conductor, also presides over another 
orchestra in the accompaniments for the “Four Last Songs” 
written by Strauss in the final year of his life.
